Then  canle  the  war.  Bournemouth  was  a ready-tnade  bamcka. 
Mc»t  of  Its  myriad  hotels  were  commandeered  The  UghU  went  out. 
and  aoldJers  and  airmen  swept  lo  like  a swarm  of  locusts;  South 
Africans.  Australians.  New  Zealanders,  Canadiana.  and  later  on, 
Americans 

The  place  became  the  chief  receiving  centre  for  the  RCA.F. 
Airmen  with  nothing  to  do  but  watt  for  a posting  whooped  and  aang 
through  the  blacked-out  streets.  Uironged  the  bars,  and  damaged 
Ihc  dignity  of  the  town  so  serKwaty  that  n hamt  recovered  y«. 

They  pulled  up  the  signs  and  swarmed  all  over  the  sacred  grass 
beside  the  Bourne.  B<iine  Australian  airmen  billeted  In  a hotel 
called  Olenvllle  Hall  scaled  the  side  of  the  building  at  great  ruk  and 
transposed  the  "e'*  and  the  "a”  to  make  U read  “OlanvUle  HrU." 

I recall  one  party  from  which  several  airmen  returned  with 
varied  loot.  Including  a ladder,  a lantern  and  the  doorman's  hat 
from  the  Royal  Bath  Hotel. 

Once  when  1 was  walking  thmugh  BoumemouUi  gardeiu  on  a 
pitch-black  night  I was  approached  by  two  fellow-Canadians  carry- 
Ing  a oompleu  ulephone  which  they  had  ripped  from  a public  kiosk. 
They  insisted  that  t should  make  a long-distance  call  home,  and 
1 did  so  with  great  solemnity. 

Because  of  the  invasion  scare,  engineers  blew  the  pier  In  half, 
leaving  it  Jagged  and  dewiUie  The  golden  sands  and  the  spacious 
walks  of  the  undercliff  were  blocked  off  with  barbed  wire  and  great 
chunks  of  concrete.  Metal  snags  were  thrust  Into  the  shallows  to 
rip  the  bottoms  <iut  of  invasion  barges. 

Precious  deck  chain  from  the  front  were  safely  stowed  away. 
When  V-K  Day  came.  I'm  told,  they  were  brought  out  to  mark  the 
Joyful  day,  and  a path  was  opened  through  the  barbed  wire  and 
concrete  blocks  to  the  beach. 

Canadian  airmen  found  the  deck  chairs  and  plied  Uiem  on  an 
erwrmtius  bonfire,  around  which  they  danced  with  Indian  warwhoops. 
Tl>e  chairs  could  not  be  replaced.  If  ever  Conimonwealth  relatkma 
were  strained  in  Bournemouth,  they  were  strained  then.  Yet  after 
five  years,  the  people  here  seem  to  remember  Canedlans  with  kind-

Then  we  strolled  through  Uie  lower  pleasure  gardens  beside  the 
Bourne.  The  lawns  were  fenced  off  and  smooth  again,  end  no  one 
trestwssed  on  them.  Few  old  people  were  about.  I undersUnd  many 
of  them  have  moved  to  Devon  since  Bournemouth  Lost  lit  dignity. 
We  saw  only  one  old  gentleman  In  a wheel  chair.  However,  there 
were  lota  of  proepcrous-looklng  mlddlelaged  people,  and  young 
couples  with  children. 

The  cun  had  begun  to  shine  when  we  reached  the  sea  front.  Tha 
aea  was  bright  blue,  and  the  big  waves  thundered  all  along  the  golden- 
brown  crescent  of  Bournemouth  Bay.  The  pale  ghost  of  the  Isle  of 
Wight  loomed  la  the  distant  hate. 

Btructural  steel  workers  were  busy  rebuilding  the  pier  at  last 
You  could  go  out  to  the  edge  of  the  decking  on  the  pier  for  four- 
pence.

terest. This  resolution  is  in  fact  the  most 
barefaced  piece  of  political  skulduggery  to 
be  atlenipled  in  recent  times  It  Is  Ine 
mnre  conlerhplible  bcc;fu'"  the  0<>vcrnrncnt 

and  British  Columbia  is  no  worse  in  this 

respect  than  the  other  Government . favor 
Ing  the  same  line  -link^  the  plan  to  levy 
hidden  taxes  with  the  need  for  revenue  for 
pensions.  This  is  pure  and  simple  sugar- 
coating. 


be  read  as  out  and  out  misrepresentation. 
The  public  has  yet  to  be  shown  that  the 
Government  will  need  a single  cent  extra 
to  meet  its  share  of  cost  under  the  proposed 
new  pension  plan.  The  Intention  is  that 
the  Federal  Government  should  take  over 
toul  respbnsibililv  for  pensiotiers  at  age  70 
and  over  and  lhat  the  Provinces  should  find 
one-half  the  cost  of  assistance  for  Indigents 
in  the  65-69  group,  many  of  whom  as  social 
assistance  cases  already  are  a charge  on  the 
Province.  The  result  seems  more  likely  lo 
spell  substantial  relief  for  the  British  Co- 
lumbia treasury  than  an  extra  load. 

Possibly  British  Columbia  does  not  intend 
immediate  u.se  of  the  tax  authority  now 
being  sought  and  is  taking  this  course  be- 
cause amendment  of  the  B.N.A.  Act  needs 
the  unanimous  consent  of  all  Provinces.  If 
that  is  the  case.  British  Columbia  should 
have  the  courage  to  stand  out  against  ti\e 
rest  and  say  •‘no  * lo  an  attempt  to  deprive 
the  public  of  a vital  protection.

HE  sittings  of  the  British  Columbia 
] Natural  Resources  Conference,  now  an 
independent  body,  drew  to  a close  yes- 
terday after  intensive  discussion  on  a 
Tariely  of  subjects  having  to  do  with  the 
primary,  physical  asM*Ls  of  the  province. 
The  close  relationships  between  forestry 
and  agriculture.  fUherios  and  waterpower, 
mining  and  manufacture,  were  stre.ssed  in 
a .series  of  papers  followed  by  round  table 
dlscusslon.s.  All  of  which  is  very  useful,  and 
a hopeful  augury  that  greater  vision  will 
attend  the  development  of  our  natural  re- 
sources In  the  future  than  has  always  been 
the  case  In  the  past. 

In  the  fourth  annual  gct-togclhcr  of  the 
delegates  applied  research  has  taken  a 
greater  part  than  before  It  has  long  been 
evident  that  the  excavation  of  ore  bodies, 
the  stripping  of  forest  cover  and  the  Indis- 
criminate damming  of  rivers,  w-hile  they 
may  have  filled  an  immediate  need,  were  not 


conservation  in  any  form.  Indeed,  minerals 
once  extracted  are  gone  forever;  foresU  re- 
quire long  periods  of  time  In  which  to  re- 
place themselves;  and  fish  runs  in  the 
spawning  beds  of  our  streams  once  obliter- 
ated are  not  easv  to  supplant  bv  anything 
of  equivalent  value.  So.  naturally  and 
rightly,  cpnservatlon  Is  becoming  a more 
keenly  studied  art. 

Through  science  and  the  test  tube  have 
come  notable  advances  In  the  immediate 
pa.sl.  Wood  and  coal,  with  thefr  hundreds 
of  derivatives,  have  much  richer  values  in 
theU  breaking  down  than  they  have  In  their 
raw  state.  British  Columbia  has  gone  a 
long  way  from  the  export  of  raw  logs  lo  be 
handled  afield,  and  there  is  still  plenty  of 
room  for  intelligent  advance  along  the  same 
line.  The  conference  dealt  particularly  with 
the  Interplay  of  primary  industry  with 
primary  industry,  and  any  resultant  co- 
ordination that  may  arise  from  that  will 
be  to  the  benefit  of  everyone  in  this  province.

There  are  3M  days  in 
a year  and  you  work  eight  hours  a 
day.  which  totals  122  days. 

••  'Then  there  are  52  Sundays  every 
year  and  you  get  them  all  off.  That 
means  there  are  70  days  left.  In  addi- 
tion there  are  14  holidays  and  two 
Jewish  holidays,  which  you  always  get, 
leaving  54  days.  You  Uke  one  hour 
off  for  lunch  each  day  and  that  leaves 
Just  40  dsys;  and  with  Saturday  after- 
noons. 52  in  all  and  making  24  dsys. 
which  deducted  from  40  leaves  14 
days.  On  top  of  all  this  1 give  you  two 
weeks'  vacation.  When  in  hell  do  you 
work  anyway?'  ‘

Reporting  From  Ottawa 


WHEN  the  four  big  labor  organisa- 
tions went  to  the  Government 
this  week  a demand  for  pnee 

control  without  wage  control,  they 
weren’t  exselly  laying  all  their  cards 
on  the  table. 

In  point  of  fact,  they  were  pretty 
sure  price  control  would  come  in  time, 
and  wage  control  with  11.  despite  any- 
thing they  had  lo  say  on  the  subject. 

What  they  were  trying  to  do  was  to 
put  organised  labor  In  a«^sltlon  from 
which  U could  bargain  the  Oov- 
ernmenl  By  taking  an  apparently 
adamant  stand  against  wage  control, 
they  now  hope  lo  be  able  to  dicker 
with  the  Oovemment  to  mlUgate  the 
severity  of  any  wage  freeze. 

In  reality,  what  organised  labor  is 
fighting  Is  not  wage  control.  It  will 
accept  that  to  get  price  control.  What 
it’s  preparing  to  do  battle  with  Is  a 
wage  freeze  which  would  perpetuate 
the  di.iparlty  between  wages  snd  run- 
away prices.

Wage-price  parity  before  a freeze  is 
the  objective  of  bushy-browert  Aaron 
Mosher,  president  of  the  Canadian 
Congress  of  Labor,  and  astute  Percy 
Bengough,  head  of  the  Trades  and 
Labor  Congreis  of  Canada.  They 
carried  the  ball  in  the  Joint  submis- 
sion to  the  Cabtne*.  not  only  of  their 
own  unions’  programs,  but  also  the 
programs  of  the  Canadian  and  Cath- 
olic Confederation  of  Labor  and  the 
RallwajeTransportalton  Brotherhoods, 
In  brief,  what  the  four  labor  bodies 
asked  was  a continuation  of  rent  con- 
trol. a general  price  freeze,  and  ap- 
pointment of  a public  board,  on  which 
labor  would  be  represented,  to  rule  on 
all  applications  for  price  and  rent 
Increues 

A fight  for  maintenance  of  pre.'.rr.i 
rent  control,  outmoded  and  shot  with 
anomalies  as  it  is.  would  be  lost  from 
the  beginning.  The  labor  leaders 
couldn't  help  but  know  that,  even  if 
Prime  Minister  8t.  Laurent  hadn't

It  would  be  disturbing  to  suppose 
that  considerable  numbers  of  pre- 
sumably reliable  observers,  such  as 
eommerciaJ  airline  pilots,  were  com- 
pletely self-deceived.  Apparently  light 
reflections  from  the  100-foot  silvery 
gas  bag.*  floating  nearly  20  miles  high 
on  a 200-mUe-an-hnur  wind  could 
readily  have  given  rise  to  reports'  of 
ghostly  disc-shaped  aircraft  dartir)f 
about  at  myailfying  speeds. 

But  now  that  the  explanation  is  told 
there  still  will  be  some  questions  to 
answer,  some  wonderment  as  lo  what 
other  experimentation  Is  going  on. 
and  speculation  as  to  the  possibility  of 
Interplanetary  space  ships  PoMlbly 
a few  of  those  who  reported  stranga 
objects  tn  the  sky  stUl  will  aver, 
"That's  not  what  1 saw  " 

Nevertheless,  the  mystery  of  the  fly- 
ing saucer  has  been  made  officially  aa 
clear  as  crystal,  even  as  clear  as  a 
coemle  ray,  which  is  invisible.  So  don't 
be  surprised  if  aeronautical  experi- 
menters hereafter  answer  queries  with, 
"The  flying  saucer?  Sorry,  that’s  nok
